NEBRAUKi IN LINE FOKMcKKNLEY 


Dtjiuocrats of HiiBonri and Colorad 


Select Delegates and Declare 


flor Free Silver. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 15.— The Be 


publican state convention, after two 
long and weary sesaioue, adjourned 
Shortly after midnight until 9 o'clocl 
tomorrow. While nothing more than 
organization and a few aominatinj 
speeches were accompliehed, the reaul 
of the day's proceedings seemed to 
make certain the control of the Bradley 
men, securing" 'to the governor tbe in> 
doreement of his state aa a Presidential 
candidate, the adoption of a platform to 
hie liking, containing a flat declaration 
"for the gold standard, and the selection 
of delegates at large from this etate 
favorable to him. There was a strong 
McKinloy sentiment iu tbe convention, 
and the friends of the Ohioan were de- 
feated by a narrow margin on *the vote 
on temporary organization, After that 
tbe Bradley men had everything their 
own way. 


The convention waa called to order at 


2.35 p.m. by Hon. John \V. Yerkea, 
chairman of the etate central commit- 
tee, who made a brief speech congratu- 
lating the Republicans upon the recent 
victories, paying an eloquent tribute to 
Governor Bradley, Major McKinley and 
other leaders, and in conclusion placing 
in nomination aa the choice of tho cen- 
tral committee for temporary chairman, 
Judge Thomas H. Morrow of Pulaskl 
county. 
The anti-Bradley men placed in nomi- 


nation George Benny Jr. of Lexington 
and a call of the roll by counties was or- 
dered. The call occupied over two hours 
and a half, during which time the hall 
was a scene of confusion. The vote re- 
sulted: Morrow 833 4-5, Denny 742 1-5. 
Delegates aggregating 123 votes were 
passed because of contests. 


Judge Morrow in a short atnech, In 
taking the chair, congratulated the Re- 
publicans ot Kentucky on the progress 
they had made in the past three years. 
He recalled the early days when he had 
to get out a search warrant to find hie 
political associates in this state; the 
hardships endured by those pioneers of 
Republican ism; their struggle against 
almost complete commercial and social 
ostracism, the gradual development of 
the party organization in this state 
until now the Republicans politically 
own tbe fltato. (Cheers.) The 24.000 
votes cast for Abranain Lincoln had 
grown to 173,000 cast for Bradley. 


And, he continued, in 1897 the Repub- 


licans would have enough 'members of 
the legislature at Frankfort to put an 
end to the usefulness of the JackOhinns. 
There was small comfort for Democrats, 
Judge Morrow aaid. in tho rivalry far 
leadership among Republicans. Their 
strife would cud with the announcement 
of the declaration of this convention. 
He urged the delegates to act harmoni- 
ously In completing the work of the 
convention. They hud, he ea!d, made 
their endorsement of sound money un- 
equivocal. He favored such protection 
that every laborer in the land knew tbe 
Republican party as his friend. There 
was an enthusiastic demonstration when 
the speaker urged every delegate to 


' rally to the support of that super!) 
leader— the greatest leader any party 
ever had in any state— Governor W. O. 
Bradley. 
The temporary organization was then 


completed by the election ol Fred Rob- 
erta of OwoHsboro as secretary and the 
appointment of the regular committees, 
.after which tho convention took a recess 
until 8 p.m. 
"'NEBRASKA REPUBLICANS. 


Delegates Instructed to Support 


McKinley at St. Louis. 


OMAHA, April 15.— The state conven- 


tion of Nebraska Republicans to select 
four delegates to tho national conven- 
tion, convened in Omaha tonight with 
1057 delegates proeont. 


William I*. McCieary wna made tem- 


porary chairman and the temporary or- 
ganization made permanent. The first 
ripple of excitement was provoked when 
•ex-Governor Orounae,one of Nebraska's 
pioneer Republicans, asked consent to 
introduce a resolution. It was granted. 
When the secretary commenced reading 
the instrument tbe Btorm broke. It 
was intended as a rebuke to Senator 
'Thureton for his activity in the cam- 
paign throughout the state leading up to 


. tbe election of delegates. It recited that 


the senator had left his seat in the sen- 
ate, and forgetting tho dignity of his 
high office, dabbled in ward politics; 
that he aspired to be a dictator ,and that 
if hia methods were to be adopted, the 
Republicans of the country should cease 
to claim to represent the voice of the 
people. It compared him with individ- 
uals in ancient and foreign history who 
have afliumed the roles of dictators, and 
concluded with an extended recitation, 
intended to ridicule Senator Timraton. 
Senator Thuraton was asked to reply, 


declaring his political career was free 
from any dishonorable act and said he 
was ready to abide by tho judgment of 
the majority. 
< 


The resolutions were tabled without 


discussion. This was the only demon- 
etratton of the opposition. 


The following delegates were selected 
by acclamation and instructed to sup- 
port McKinley: J. L. Webster, Peter 
Jensen, T. P. Kennard and George H. 
Tlmmmel. 


A number of leading Republicans ad- 


dressed the convention. The platform 
congratulates the country upon the cer- 
tain return of the Republicans to power. 


One of the side lights of the conven- 


tion which was at one time likely to de- 
velop into interesting proportions was 
the attitude of the A. P. A. toward Mc- 
Kinley. 
H. A. Thompson, member of the ex- 


ecutive committee of the advisory board 
of theA.P.A., arrived in tbe city this 
morning direct 
from the Cincinnati 


meeting of the board, nt which it waa 
decided to oppose the nomination of 
McKinley. Nebraska leaders of the or- 
ganization headed for hia room and soon 
a lively conference was in progress. Mr. 
Thompson announced the effect of his 
visit to be the delivering of a message to 
the Nebraska members of the order that 
the delegation to be selected by the 
state convention should not bo instructed 


. for McKinley, but that nothing more 


than an unrestricted delegation would 
be aaked from Nebraska, 


M*1. Thompson spoke positively. 
The 


order, throuph its chosen representatives 
and leaders, had docidnd absolutely and 
without reservation that A fi«ht in the 
end waa to be wage-* on McKinley. It 
was to be waged on him at? a candidate 
before the Republican national conven- 


tion and if It did not succeed there, 
waa to be carried to tho polls. No go« 
A. P. A., according to the law as lni< 
down, could now or at any time in th 
future support, lend aid or comfort t 
the MuKiuley candidacy. 


The Bt. Louie man was finally tol 


that it was too late to change the slate 
since the ariangements had twen com 
pleted to eend McKinley delegates t 
St. Louis, and the conference -snded.

It was 
aunced bv Governor Stone and ap- 
roved by' the convention with a de- 
eivcncsa that loft no doubt as to tho 
ver champion's strength. The con. 
entloii, besides being one of the largest 
n thfl history of the state, was one of 
he moat enthusiastic and disorderly on 
ecord. Several severe 0ghte were en- 
endered, and an open rupture was 
i rente ne 1 1 when Nick Bell threw a 
lasa of water in tho face of State Chair- 
man Maffitt. 


The fight of the convention came at 
ie close of the gathering. It arose 
hen 0.0. Maffitt of St. Louis, thy 
old bug leader of the state, was nomi- 
tated for delegate from the twelfth die- 
let. The convention divided, Butler 
' St. Louis and Governor Stone taking 
des respectively for and against Maf- 
tt, and making the hottest epeeches of 
ie day. For a time a split seemed cer- 


tain. The roll was called and Maffitt 


as turned down on a vote. George 
xregory of St. Louie waa nominated in 
iis stead. St. Louis refused to vote on 
ie question. The convention adjourned 
ne die at 12.10 a.m.

state books that there was an'apparent 
balance in the swamp land fund of $132,- 
8(52.07 and 
that on said date eaid 


amount, lesa $625.50, was apportioned 
to some twenty or morecounUyn, Fresno 
county getting warrant No. 4043 tor tbe 
sum of $24,478.87, leaung in fluid fund 
after eaid apportionment $52o.&0. 


From tbe abovo it will be seen that 


Fresno county to tho time of oaid appor- 
tionment, Jane 5, 1809, paid the state 
$40,248.18,.and received from the Btate 
$24,478.87 leaving an apparent 
defi- 


ciency of $15,904.20. 


It is possible that a portion of this 


difference was refunded by the state to 
the locators of swamp land p'rior to the 
apportionment of tbe balance to the 
counties, but it such wore tbo case it 
should appear on our county books, and 
it does not BO appear. 


Owing to the vast number of debits to 


the fund on the state books I could not 
make even a superficial estimation of 
them to ahow whether the etate had re- 
funded any amounts, and I was informed 
In the ofllce of the surveyor general that 
their records sho»? the amounts paid by 
locators, hut do not show the uinounttt 
refunded. 


In my judgment the swamp land fund 


of the state should . be exported by the 
various counties interested. From what 
I have Been and reported, and from cer- 
tain matte" nuon which L am not ready 
to report, I b'elievo that ft thorough 
march of the state's books and records 
and tlie laws ot the state would save 
Fresno county thousands of dollars.
